The A m erican H eritage Foundation has add­ 
ed its votes to the pra.se which, comes regu­ 
larly to Ohio tor its election laws. 
The found*: loc $ congratulatory m essage, 
delivered to S ecretary of State Ted W. Brown. 
cited two p articu lar aspects of the 
recent 
p re s'd e n .a ’ election- the nonpartisan voter 
rec strat on cam paign and the new law wljich 
perm ts new com ers to Ohio to vote for presi­ 
dent and \ ice president after only 40 days* re s­ 
idence in the state 
More than 8,000 new Ohioans look advant­ 
age of the latter provision this year. They are 
persons who, before 1960. would have been 
barred from taking part in the decision on the 
presidency only because they had moved from 
one state to another lf they had moved to all 
but two other states, they would have been 
disfranchised even in 1960. 


OHIO SET the exam ple in this m atter, and 
so far only C alifornia and Missouri have taken 
sim ilar action. But Secretary Brown is w ork­ 
ing through the N ational Association of Secre­ 
taries of State to bring a general end to the 
disfranchisem ent problem that has been call­ 
ed a national disgrace in this age of m obility. 
Therein lies a clue to what has given Ohio 
its reputation for excellent election law s They 
are held in respect and taken seriously. They 


deal with a subject considered to be of dy­ 
namic im portance, as democracy itself is dy­ 
namic in its best form s 
There is a constant effort in Ohio to keep 
election laws not only free from abuse but 
also up to date. When improvements are 
needed, they are m ade 
When attem pts are 
m ade to tam per with election provisions that 
work well, the attem pts are rebuffed. 
Good as they are. the laws on elections are 
never considered to be perfect. One proposal 
for change that is being discussed m ore and 
more is to expand registration requirem ents. 


STATEWIDE REGISTRATION m ay not be 
feasible because of the cost to small, rural 
counties which get along well without regis­ 
tration. but there are sound argum ents for do­ 
ing away with situations where part of a 
county registers its voters and another part 
does not. 
A requirem ent for countywide registration 
where 
partial 
registration 
already exists 
seems to be in order. 
W hatever im provem ents should be m ade, 
however, Ohio takes a back seat lo no state 
for the election law s it now has. 
In the face of reports of the goings-on in 
Illinois and other states, Ohioans can be proud 
of their record. 


A Source Of Embarrassment

man as clerk of the Ohio Senate at $14,000 a 
year has put a red tint on the faces of some 
of the R epublicans elected to that body's next 
Session.

In the second place, even if such a tradition 
existed, there is not m uch logical basis for it 
The Legislative Service Commission director 
should m ake m ore money than the Senate 
clerk 
The clerk works hard during the regular 
legislative session He needs to be fam iliar 
with the legislative process, and he m ust di­ 
rect an adm inistration staff of stenographers, 
pages, sergeants - at • arm s and other p er­ 
sonnel 
But between

mum of duties to perform and a m inim um

WHEN INTEREST 
RATES 
in 
the last two years started rising 
all over the world, and especially 
in the United States because of 
the increasing dem and for invest­ 
m ent funds to m eet the needs of 
natural 
economic 
growth, 
the 
Ignited States was faced with the 
sim ple effects of the law of supply 
and demand. 
Our governm ent, 
in borrowing 
money, cannot be 
paying 
very 
m uch less for prim e 
securities 
than the non-governm ental insti­ 
tutions and businesses in America 
are paying for money. There is a 
close relationship between the rates 
on the two sets of borrowings 
Ordinarily the law of supply and 
dem and fixes the interest rates. 
The U.S. Treasury, however, which 


has to 
refinance constantly the 
enorm ous public debt, cannot al­ 
ways wait for m ore propitious m o­ 
m ents to float its loans. 


It m ust go into the m arket and 
pay the current rate. The situa­ 
tion norm ally tends to iron itself 
out as dem and and supply bal­ 
ance one another. Eventually, as 
the dem and falls off, the interest 
rate drops, too. 
When the Congress yields to the 
dem agogic politicians who cry out. 
against high 
interest 
rates, 
a 
serious blow is 
struck 
at 
the 
norm al and natural processes of 
the law of supply and demand. 


Last year 
and 
this year the 
Congress t u r n e d thumbs down 
on the request of the T reasury for 
a free hand in dealing with the 
sale of governm ent securities. 
There was a 
blast from 
the 
politicians that interest rates must 
not be allowed to rise. This view 
was shortsighted. 
Interest rates would have not 
gone 
higher 
for 
any length 
of 
tim e 
but 
would 
have gradually 
reduced 
them selves. 
Meanwhile 
foreign-owned funds would 
have 
rem ained inside the United States 
and 
there wouldn't 
have 
been 
such a tendency to send gold out 
of the country to earn the higher 
interest rates being paid abroad 


AS A CONSEQUENCE of the 
interference by Congress with the 
natural fixing of interest rates on 
a supply-and-demand 
basis, 
the 
business situation inside the United 
States w as worsened. 
While the steel strike caused a 
recession, a recovery m ovem ent 
this y ear w as further complicated 
by the bad effects on foreign-trade 
m arkets caused by the outflow of 
gold from Am erica. 
Just as Congress com m its a seri­ 
ous e rro r in interfering with the 
law of supply and dem and in the 
sale of 
government 
securities— 
som ething that m akes extrem ely 
difficult 
the 
sound m anagem ent 
or refinancing of the national debt 
—so 
also is there grave doubt 
w hether control of interest rates 
dom estically by the Federal Re 
serve can be effective as long as 
the Congress of the United States 
usurps executive functions. 
The T reasury should not be de­ 
prived of the flexibility needed in 
handling the biggest single factor 
in the m oney m arkets of the world 
today—the price 
that 
the 
U S 
governm ent is compelled to pay 
for borrowed funds in the open 
m arket.

The gam e was labled “no con­ 
test” practically from the opening 
tipoff as Midland ran up a 15-0 
count before the Pittsburgh invad­ 
ers finally hit on a foul with 2:49 
remaining in the first period.

Legislation clearing the way for 
a $6,000 repair project on the wa­ 
ter department’s two reservoirs is 
scheduled 
for 
consideratiwi 
b y 
Council Monday night.

How often you hear this accusation! Usu­ 
ally it comes from some bilious-looking person who 
is out of step with the times and can find nothing 
good in today’s world. 
It always annoys me to hear this because it s un­ 
true.

The letters 
that come to me from all over the world prove that. 
People will always be interested in etiquette be­ 
cause the need for approval is a constant factor in 
human life, and the person whose manners are 
considerate, courteous, and charming is certainly 
always approved. 
You may violently disagree with your next-door 
neighbor’s political views. You may think Mrs 
Next Door’s taste in dress and interior decoration 
too awful for words. But if the Next Doors are good 
neighbors in their relations with the other families 
on the street, you won’t dislike them. You can’t. 
Etiquette always reflects the times. In the almost 
40 years since I wrote the first edition of ‘Eti­ 
quette,” our code of social behavior has gone

What guest enjoys the sensation that she is putting her 
hostess to trouble and extra work? No elaborate dishes, no 
extra flourishes in the way of hot breads, no tricky sauces 
and souffles can make up for a hostess whose attention is 
focused on the stove and not on her guests. 


A query which turns up in my mail at least four times a 
week comes from a young woman about to entertain her hus­ 
band’s boss and his wife. Naturally, she wants to make a good 
impression. “ Dear Mrs. Post,” she writes, “what shall I serve, 
how shall I serve it, what shall I wear, what shall I talk 
about?" Almost every letter ends with the line: "I don’t want 
my husband to be ashamed of me." 
Well, no husband can possibly be anything but proud of a 
wife who is poised, gracious, and at ease. And you will be 
all these if you settle on a menu which you have cooked and 
served several times so that it presents no unsolved prob­ 
lems. It is wise to select dishes which can be prepared well 
in advance and to have as few courses as possible—-certainly 
not more than three. This will eliminate some of the jump­ 
ing up to change plates, clear the table, etc. 
As for the table setting, the first rule is functionalism. A 
perfectly set table is one which enables everyone to eat the 
meal with maximum comfort and enjoyment. Nothing should 
be placed on the table that will not be used. A centerpiece 
of flowers or fruit, low enough to allow those seated at the 
table to see the faces opposite; candles on the dinner table 
(and these should be tall enough for the flames to be well 
above one’s line of vision); and spotless, glossy-smooth 
tablecloth and napkins, sparkling china, glassware, and sil-

A t t h e h e i c h t of one of h e r frequent tiffs w ith the M etro- 
A ^ p o lita n O pera, fiery so p ran o M aria C allas sn ap p ed : 
“T hey claim they have th e w o rld s best singers. W ell, they 
do n ’t have Eileen F arrell.” 
T his season the Met w ill take the advice of Mine. Callas 
and a m ultitude of less vocal F arrell fans. On Dec. 6, the 
R hode Island-born soprano'w ill m ake her M etropolitan d e ­ 
b u t as Alcestis in a production created especially for her. 
Eileen F arrell is one singer whose popularity precedes 
her M et debut. In the 1940s she starred in her ow n radio 
show , "Eileen F arrell Sings.” H er TV appearance, w hen 
she replaced an ailing Louis A rm strong on the Ed Sullivan 
show , m ade front pages. C oncerts—up to 75 a y ear which 
earn her a reported $200,000— have m ade her know n to a u ­ 
diences throughout the U. S. And this year her Colum bia 
L P record, “I’ve Got a R ight to Sing the B lues,” becam e a 
best seller. 
All this activity cannot d iv ert Eileen F arrell from her 
first loyalty: her husband and children. H er ow n reason 
for delaying an opera career so long is that a concert sched­ 
ule is m ore flexible and leaves m ore tim e for home. "You 
can ’t ju st ignore a fam ily," she says. “Not everyone is for­ 
tu n ate enough to have ch ild ren .” 
D espite m other’s career, hom e life is strictly nonprofes­ 
sional. Eileen and her husband, retired policem an Bob R ea­ 
gan, live in a com fortable 12-room house on S taten Island 
overlooking New York Bay. Robbie, 13. and K athi, 7, go to 
school nearby, and conversation is m ore likely to be about 
good report cards than rave reviews. Recently, Eileen was 
delighted that Robbie got an "A ” in the Latin hom ew ork 
she helped him with. 
W hile Eileen is on tour, Bob looks after the youngsters, 
assisted by Mrs. A strid M ortensen, their housekeeper. D is­ 
cipline is strict, but the R eagans are a happy, devoted fam ­ 
ily w hose idea of a good sum m er vacation is a cottage in 
M aine w here they sw im and fish while m other cooks. 
As a diva or m other, Eileen F arrell has reached the top 
She can now pick and reject roles from m ajor opera houses, 
but every decision will be based, as it alw ays has been, on 
how m uch tim e she can spend w ith Bob and the kids.
